The epidemio which lmB prevailed 
to a considerable extent in this city 
and vioinity tor somo weeks, at laBt 
famishes iividence of an abatement, 
and in a low days wo hopo to experi- 
ence the Batlafaction of announoing 
tLftt it has entirely disappeared. In 
all, ten white persons aro down with 
the disease, only two of whom havo 
it in its confluent form, and one of 
theec is already oonvaioscent. Tho 
other eight aro oascB of varioloid. 
Tho mortality among the poor natives 
has boon very great — more from want 
of propor habitations and care, than 
from tho virulent nature of tho at- 
tack. Amonj; the civilizod portion of 
tho community there havo boon, from 
first to last, 45 easos and 12 deaths. 
Nino of tho personB who sueoumbod 
to tho disease had never been vaccinat- 
ed. Of tbi remaining throo, ono be- 
came delirious, and loaping from his 
bod ran into the yard and could not 
not be coaxed back until tho disease 
had "struck inj" aftotbW'WM oxposcd 
to a di aught of coM a\r by careless 
lvarses— as certain, in suoh cases, to pro- 
duce death, as a draught of poison, — and 
a third was conveyed to tbo Hospital 
by a ' friend ' in a wagon or buggy on 
a raw, windy day without suflioiont 
covering, and died as he roaohed 
the door. During the present month 
(22 dayij thore havo boon only two 
deaths, against six in October, a fall- 
ing off of nearly twonthirds. The 
grtaifying decrease ia attributable to 
the precautionary meaeuro of vaooin- 
ation and the excellent sanitary reg- 
ulations of the Town Council, but we 
would earuostly advise persons 
who have been vaccinated and in 
whom the lymph has not ' taken,' to 
aooupt the result as do indication that 
their systems are not liable to infeo- 
tion. Tha lymph may bo at fault, 
and they are as liable as ever to con- 
tract varioloid if not tbo confluont 
type of tbo disease, and they should 
try again with new matter. No in- 
jmy can be inflicted by a con* 
tiuuance of the precautions j and we 
trust that neither tho local authorities 
nor individuals will place so much 
reliance in the present gratifying state 
of tho public health as to relax their 
vigilance ono iota.

Horcsey, fur from being ex- 
tirpated, increased every day; tho civil 
war had become moro inveterate, and tho 
Bchism was henceforth irrovocablo ; somo 
changes in discipline wero all it effected.

Tub Tbociile in tub Omor or tub 
British Consul.— The man Wright, who 
made some serious and threatening demon- 
strations against the life of the British Con- 
sul, Wm Lane Booker, yesterday, was 
brought beloro the Polioe Court this morn- 
ing lor trial. Mr Mason, the Consul's 
Secretary, testified that Wright entered the 
office ond inquired for Mr Booker, saying he 
had BuQered groat iDjustioe in this country, 
had got tired of it, and wanted to leave it (or 
England again. Mr Mason told him to come 
again when the Consul would be in, but as- 
sured him he needed no passport to England 
Q ny more than to Oakland. Wright went 
away and returned. That time he became 
very violent, and exhibiting a large bowie 
knife declared he would kill the Consul and 
four or five other persons. Mr Mason advised 
him to keep cool and to go on the Btroet 
awhile. The man went out of the office, 
and Mr Mason followed him at a safe dis- 
tance around several blooks till be saw a 
policeman and told him to arrest Wright, 
which the officer did. A large bowia knife 
was found in his bolt under his ooat. Wright 
says ho has been in Saoramento, Montana 
and Colorado, and that always while travel- 
ing the people had treated him with great 
injuslice. Jadge Proyines thought the 
prisoner insane, and directed that he should 
be taken before the Commissioners of Lunacy. 
San Francisco Bulletin, lit. 

English Shipping.— Au interesting Par- 
liamentary return has been reoantly pub- 
lished in the London papers, upon English 
snipping. The return shows that up to the 
Slet Dec 1867, thore were registered in 
England 7,522 sailing vtssols, 8C8 of and 
under 50 tons burden ; and 11,3G0 steam 
vessels above 50 tons, osclusive of Scotland 
and Ireland. A total of 900 wooden and 365 
iron vessels were registered during tho year 
as new Buips, representing additions to onr 
merchant navy of 155,898, and 170 334 Ions 
respectively. During the year 34,427 Briti 
,-ah and 24,511 foreign vessels entered in- 
wards, representing respectively 11,197,865 
and 5,140,952 tons; and^ total of 33,502 
British, and 24,847 foreign vessels cleared 
outwards, representing 11,172,205, and 6,- 
215,090 tons respectively. From these fig- 
ures some idea may be formed of tho colo«sal 
commerco of the United Kingdom. 

Palliskb Guns.— Sir John Pakington has 
ordered the conversion of 212 G5'cwt cast* 
iron guns into G-i-pounder PalliserB, and the 
work is to bo proceeded with at onco. In 
order to determine on the heat gun, there 
was a competitive trial between two wrought* 
iron G4-pounders and ono Gl-pouuder con- 
verted from an old 32 -pounder gnu. The 
latter proved its superiority in range, aceur" 
Boy, and in endurance, there boing iittle the 
matter with it after fifing 2,280 rounds. Its 
two rivals burst, noither olthem having fired 
an miiny rounds ; and iu consequence no 
mora wiought-iron C4-pounders nre to be 
made. 

Death of a well-known Engineer, — 
John P Brodie, the well-known Scotch on* 
gioeer, who has spent most of his lifo on this 
coast in connection with mining, died this 
morning of paralysis. Mr Brodie was for. 
nierly in iba employ of tho firm of Boltoo, 
Barron & Co, and engineor of tho Now Al- 
maden mines, Ho was a man of great me- 
chanical skill and experience, and during all 
his sojourn never forgot his native heather. 
He was Scotch to the back«bono, and to the 
laat. He left two daughters, ono single, rhe 
other married, in San Jose.— S F bulletin,

has just made a discovery, in Franco, by 
which fractured bones may bo entirely form* 
ed anew in the human system. It consists in 
taking out thefraotured or diseased bone, but 
leaving tho substance which ia immediately 
around tho same, and from which tho secre- 
tion ia formed which produces the socket 
around o. broken bone in ordinary cases. 
From this covering is deposited a substance 
which forma a ucw bono in place of that 
extracted. The Academy of Medicine, at 
Paris, lias recently certified to tho discovery 
of M. Flourens.

night. 

Coming Home. — Among the passengers by 
the steamer Arizona from Now 1'ork.- on the 
31st ofOctober, was the Right Rev Bi»hop 
Demers, of the B Mission of British Co- 
lumbia. Bishop Demers has passed sev- 
eral years in Europo with the doublo purpose 
of recruiting his health and collecting funds 
lor the erection of a Cathedral and College in 
this city and the establishment ol Missions 
throughout the Colony. We aro happy to 
learn that in both objects the Rev gentleman 
has been eminently successful. 

RsTi/.itNiNG. — During the last few days a 
nambor of Icdian families have returned to 
ihe city, and aie quietly resuming thoir old 
haunls. In tho alley running from Johnson 
to Cormoranl streets a family have taken 
one of the houses which was cleansed and 
purified afior the lato Indian exodus; another 
family, with fit thy blankets, and a still more 
filthy canoe con bo see camped behind the 
Auotion-roomB of J P Davios & Oo. No 
sanitary measures can be oarried out effec- 
tually whilo these people aro allowed to 
reside amongst us with impunily. 

Verdict in the Case or Commander 
Mitchell. — In the case of Cornmaudor J G 
Mitchell, of tho United Slates navy, who was 
killed on the evening of the 2lst instant, at 
the corner of Suiter and Stockton streets, 
tho Coroner's jury found tho following vor- 
diot last evening : 'Commandor Mitchell 
camo to his death from a fraoturo of the 
skull, in consequenoe of a blow inflioted by 
W Q Smith ; and that Thomas Savage was 
accessory to the death.'

Washington, Nov. 19— A Bpooial dis- 
patch says that Secretary Seward pronounces 
as an entire fabrication the statement that tho 
British Government had ugrood to withdraw 
her joint occupancy of the Island of San 
Juan. 

Washington, Nov 19— Gen Halleck, in 
his Report to tho War Department recom- 
mends ihe establishment of military posts in 
Ihe vicinity of the largest rivers in Alaska, 
as preventative of war and the keeping of 
vossola of war in those waters. A Territo- 
rial Government he regards as useless. 

The English Elections- 

Europe. 

London, Nov 18— John Jack'on, BiBhop 
of Lincoln, has been promoted to the See ol 
London. Archdeacon Wadaworth has boon 
appointed Bishop of London. 

The Parliamentary Elections, which aro 
continued to-day, havo beon favored with 
good weather. Tho returns show 207 
Liberals eleoted; again of 40. Torios, 77 ; 
a gain [?J of 22. The working mon's candi- 
dates have been badly beaten. The Liberals 
havo carried Edinburgh, Glasgow, Birming- 
ham, Sheffield and Bristol. Roebuck has 
been defeated in Sheffield. 

Riots occurred in Birmingham. Some 
shops had been attacked. At last accounts 
Ihe police and the mob were fighting. 

The election in Belfast has been postponed 
on account of riots. Troops occupy the 
town. Much damage has been dono by Ihe 
roughB. The Tory oommitteo rooms wero 
demolished, tho inns sacked, and the liquor 
drank and thrown into tho stroets. Many 
'persons were injured, two seriously. At laat 
accounts the mob wero disposing. 

There was a sorious affray at Bolton ; 
many persona were woundod. The Riot Act 
was read, and the troops wore called out, 
when order was restored, 

London iB doubtful. It is thought that 
Ihe Liberals have been chosen. 

London, Nov 10— There was a slight dis- 
turbance at Manchester to-day, but it was 
quieted by the efforts of the police. No 
other serious disturbance hns been notod in 
any part of the country. 

Despatches from Paris state thai; Minister? 
of Justice and Ministers of tbo Interior have 
issued instructions to the Prefect of Depart- 
monls requesting them to suppress all public 
manifestations in regard to tho couu d'etat of 
2nd December. 

Tho office and material of the Temples 
[Temps?] newspaper have beon seined by 
the polico and the publication of tho journal 
suspended. The Frenoh Government haa 
alao commenced piosecutions against other 
journals for alleged violation of ihe press law. 

Despatches from Bombay state that the 
war in Northern India is ended. 

The Morning Herald of Nov 17th says, 
the Ministry may moet hereafter; the vordict 
was not against them yesterday, on the con- 
trary, the party now in power haa been able 
to command the Government for years, 
though in the minority more than now ; 
the Conservatives gain mora than will coun- 
terbalance Conservative losses, 

London City, which is entitlod to four 
members of Parliament, has, so far, elocted 
three of the Liberal candidates. 

Riohard Baggaly, Conservative, is'defeated 
in Hereford. 

Later returns show that Edmond Betiles, 
Liberal candidate for tho Tower Hamieta, 
has been defeated. 

Bull Run Russell, Liboral candidate, is de- 
feated in Chelsea. 

Thomas Millner Gibson, Liboral, is de- 
feated at Ashlon, under Lynn. 

Lord Stanley, present Foreign Secretary, is 
eleoted from Lynn. 

John Stuart Mill has beon defeated, but it 
is understood that if Gladstone is declared 
elected in Southwest Lancashire, the Liborala 
will ran Mill in Greenwich, whore ho is 
auro to be elected. 

London, Nov 18— The returns bIiow that 
the Liberals, so far, havo elooted 230 mem- 
bers, gaining sixty seals. Tho Conservatives 
have elected 135, gaining 32, 

Paris, Nov 18 — Letters from Madrid re 
port that great agitation prevails throughout 
Spain.. 

London, Nov 19 — Tho Times says that 
378* mem bora of tho new Parliament have 
been choBen. The Liberal majority is 113. 

Reverdy Johnson has accepted an invita- 
tion to dine with the London Workingmen's 
Society on tbo 23th.

€ider Mauulacture. 

Editor British Colonist. — As a pendent 
lo my loiter on tbo culture of apples, and 
published in one of your former issues, I beg 
to make a few remarks relative to that fruit, 
for the purposo of cider making, and which 
as a commercial speculation cannot fail to be 
highly remunerative if entorod upon with the 
requisite amount of energy, skill persorver- 
ance and capital, in fact with tho same 
amount of suoh requisites as business men 
usaally take with them into commercial 
enterprises generally. 

From tho small quantities already made 
here, it has been proved that the juice of 
apples grown in this Colony is peculiarly 
Sited to make good cider, and with a climate 
MCtly suitablo for the purpose, success is 
certain. If the cider manufaotorer under- 
stands his business, and various fermenta- 
tion bein<r, no* so well understood, thanks to 
Liebig and others, there can be no excuse 
for ignorance on this poic!, ho will produce 
a beveroge far superior lo half the light 
wines of Europe, and one equal to any cham- 
pagne brought into this market. 

With teapoct to a market for large quanti- 
ties of cider I apprehend no difficulty will be 
experienced on that Tscoro; a first class 
article will sell well, I am told, at San Fran- 
cisco. 

The first ah p towards succosa ia to look 
out for a gooi! clear piece of land, near soma 
convenient place for shipping the goods, well 
suited to the growth of the apple tree, and 
of any extent from ono huudred acreB up- 
wards, and after foncing, say ono hundred 
acres, proparo tho land as described in my 
former letter, and plant it with apple trees 
in rows at fifteen feet opart every way. For 
tho first three years tho land between the 
trees should bo tilled with such crops as can 
iJiost readily bo turned to profitable accouut, 
at the end of the third year the whole surface 
should bo laid down to permanent graases, 
and grazed wilh eheep. These and tho 
crops, with proper management, ought to 
pay all tho expenses incurred in preparing 
the soil for tbo trees, besides all tho annual 
current expenses of management, etc. If 
properly ohosen and planted the trees on 
tho third yo^r will produco on the average, 
say, ono bushel of apples, and as every acre 
will contain one hundred ond ninety-three 
trees, there will be 19,300 buahels of fruit on 
tho 100 acres; allowing tweuty-lonr bushels 
of apples to a hogshead of 03 gallons, we 
have 800 hogsheads of cider. For every gal- 
lon of this, lam informed, 50 cents can bo 
easily obtained, and wo havo the respectable 
sum of S'25,200 as the gross returns of the 
cider, and in addition to this amount the 
profit on sheep, and a considerable item can 
be realized by the refuse fruit from the uider 
presses being converted into pork. What 
tho returna would bo during tho succeeding 
fivo yoara may be guessed at fron tho above 
figures, and they will go on increasing for 
many years, realizing a baudaomo compe- 
tency for a raan'a lifetime and his children 
after him. 

The oapital necessary lo put tho thing ic 
working order may bo set down nt 810,000; 
but if he cannot muster bo much at onco a 
r^an may begin by planting 25 acres at first 
and plant more as his meana increase. In 
these daya of colonial dapteaaion and grum- 
bling when men aro constantly oalling on tho 
gods and Confederation for aasistanco, it 
might not bo tirao wholly lost if somo 
I among ua would give this subject serious 
attention, holp ourselves, bocomo wealthy 
men, and altogether independent of tho gods 
and politics.

The 
oases of reoovery aro numerous, and that, 
humanaly Bpenking, ia entirely owing lo bis 
personal care of tbeni whilo siak, and his 
timely supply of proper nourishment [so far 
as our abilities reuohedj While they wero 
convalescent. Ho has also vaccinated over 
300 persons. Our want has not been that of 
a vaccinator but of vaccine, of which wo 
have olten had a very short eupply.
